Council and Aldermanic 
Board Approve Resolutions 
to Use Part of Money Left 
Over From Bond Issue. 


$142,000 TO BE SPENT 
ON SEWERS OF ATLANTA 


Effort of Alderman Maddox 
to Allow Part of Work to 
Be Given to Contractors 
Meets With Defeat. 


Council Thursday afternoon adopted 
resolutions releasing $142,000 from the 
sewer bond balance, $3,500 from the 
water department fund and $6,000 from 
the general tax fund of 1914, for im- 
mediate use on public works, which, 
it is estimated, will give work to about 
700 unemployed men within the next 


ten days. 
The three resolutions adopted 


council represent a grand total 


$151,500, of which all except $6,000 is 
now in the city treasury and avail- 


able for immediate use. 
Following the action of council, the 
aldermanic board met and approved 


the resolutions. 
ia mendment Ie Defeated. 

An effort was made in council and 
in the aldermanic board to amend the 
resolution concerning the sewer work 
so as to allow part of the work to be 
given to contractors, but Councilman 
Claude lL. Ashley, who is a member of 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades, and 
Councilman J. L. MeCord, who started 
the movement in conncil to provide 
work for the unemployed, protested 
on the ground that to amend the reso- 
lution as suggested by Councilman 
Claude Mason would destroy the alms 
of the measure and would probably 
have the effect of keeping from work 
men whom the council is seeking to 
reach. 

Councilman Mason withdrew his 
amendment after explaining that he 
offered it because he did not think the 
city had the tools or machinery to 
proceed with the work. 

Captain R. M. Clayton, of the con- 
struction department, informed coun- 
cil that the county commissioners had 
agreed to loan tools and machinery to 
the city, and he also made the decla- 
ration that to allow any part to be 
siven to contractors would,mean a loss 
to the city and deprive m@&ny men of 
the work it has been planned to give 
them. 

Maddox Resolution Beaten. 

Alderman Maddox tried to have a 
similar amendment tacked on the reso- 
lution when the matter was brought 
before the aldermanic board, and when 
his amendment was defeated he gave 
notice that he would move for a re- 
consideration of the action of the board 
at the next meeting. This action 
would have had the effect of prevent- 
ing the city doing any work with the 
money set forth in the resolutions. 

Friends of the alderman prevailed 
on him to withdraw his notice and al- 
low the resolution to pass, and when 
he gave his consent the papers were 
approved. 

Bright and early Friday morning 
Mayor Woodward will have the papers 
in his possession. He has intimated 
that he will approve the _ resolutions 
which contemplate the spending of 
$142,000 on sewers and $3,500 in the 
improvement of the waterworks. 

The resolution authorizing the use of 
$6,000 from the taxes of 1914 for paint- 
ing bridges is in the nature of antici- 
pating unearned revenue. The mayor is 
opposed to anticipating money from 
one year to another, and it is nor 
known what action he will take. He

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German Submarines Dash at Dover 
But Boats Flee From Fire of Forts 


HUT FIRE POURED 
UN RAIDING BOATS 
BY CHANNEL FORTS 


German Boats Made Their 
Dash on Night Made Very 
Dark by a Heavy Rain and 
Haze. 


BIG CROWDS GATHERED 
TO WATCH THE SHELLING 


Reported That Some of the 
Submarines Were Sunk, 
But There Is No Confirma- 
tion—Dover Opposite the 
French Town of Calais.

Dover, England, December 10.—(Via 
London, December 11, 2:15 a. m.)—Do- 
ver was thrown into excitement today 
by the announcement that the Ger- 
mans early this morning attempted a 
submarine attack on the harbor works 
and fleet at anchor in the harbor. 

The night was dark and a heavy rain | 
and haze made searchlight work dif- | 
ficult. The forts were put on alert. 
about 4 o’clock by the appearance off | 


the harbor entrance of an unidentified | 
steamer which refused to stop until a | 
shot was fired across her bow. This 
vessel then retired. She ig believed to 
have been the tender of the subma- 
rines. 


CHANNEL FORTS 
OPEN FIRE. 


Half hour later a single submarine, 
was sighted and one of the heavy guns 
in the harbor fired at her. This sub- 
marine, which evidently was the ad- 
vance scout, disappeared, but at 6:30 
the observers sighted what they be- 
lieved to be a fleet oe-about. six, sev-, 
eral miles out in the channel. 

The channel forts commenced firing 
in the direction of the supposed sub- 
marines and kept it up for almost half 
an hour. At the same time a torpedo 
boat destroyer flotilla put to sea, where 
it remained all day. 

Large crowds gathered on the water 
front in the early morning hours and 
watched the searchlights and the ar- 
tillery fire. When they saw no results 
of the shelling, many persons expressed 
the opinion that it was a false alarm. 

There is no official confirmation that 
German submarines were seen. 

It is reported that two or three of 
the submarines were sunk, but no con- 
firmation of this can be obtained. 


DOVER ACROSS 
FROM CALAIS. 


Dover is opposite the French town 
of Calais and is one of the chief ports 
of communication between England and 
the continent. The admiralty harbor, 
comprising an” area of 610 acres, is the 
finest harbor of refuge in the channel. 
Its construction was begun in 1898 and 
completed in 1909 at a cost of $17,- 
500,000. 

The western limit of the older com- 
mercial harbor and the admiralty har- 
bor is the admiralty pier. The com- 
mercial harbor is bounded on the east 
by the Prince of Wales pier, while the 
east arm of the admiralty harbor is 
built out from the shore to the east of 
Dover castle. Numerous forts guard 
the entrance.

STRICKEN BY DEATH 
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New.. York Congressman 
Dies Suddenly of Heart 


i-Failure—He Drew Payne- 


Aldrich Measure. 


December 10.—-Repre- 


sentative Sereno E. Payne, of New 
York, died suddenly of heart failure 
at his apartment here tonight. 

Mr. Payne had retired to his room 
apparently in robust health. He tele- 
phoned the apartment house clerk 
about 11 o’clock, asking that a physi- 
cian be sent for. When the clerk 
reached the room the congressman 
was dying and life was extinct before 
the doctor arrived. 

No Friend or Relative Near. 

Mr. Payne, who was 71 years old, 
lived alone and at midnight his body 
lay waiting for the coroner without 
friend or relative near. His wife died 
three years ago and no one could be 
found tonight who knew the address 
of his only son. 

Members of congress who had seen 
Mr. Payne on the floor of the house 
today, active as usual, knew nothing 
of his death for more than an hour. 

A representative from New York in 
every congress eince 1883 except one, 
Mr. Payne was chairman of the ways 
and means committee and republican 
floor leader in *1909-10 and directed 
the drafting of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff bill. He was born at Hamilton, 
N. Y¥., June 26, 1843. He practiced law 
and was district attorney of Cayuga 
county and in 1883 was elected a 
member of congress from the twenty- 
sixth district. Later his district was 
the thirty-first and finally he repre- 
sented the thirty-sixth. In 1898 he 
was appointed a member of a joint 
high commission to negotiate a treaty 
with Canada. He had made his home 
at Auburn, N. Y., for years, though 
most of his time was spent in Wash- 
ington.

FOR ALLIED FORCES 


Successes Reported: From 
Nov. 27 to Dec. 5—The 
German Artillery Smother- 
ed by French Guns. 


Paris, December 10.—An official re- 
Port of the principal happenings on the 
Dattle front from November 27 to De- 
cember 5 was given out today in Paris. 
it is in part from observations of eye- 
witnesses at the front, and is as fol- 
lows: 

“The period of time between No- 
vember 27 and December 5 was not 
marked by operations of any great ex- 
tent, but observations made during 
these days established the fact that 
along the entire front we have taken 
the ascendant over the enemy, with 
. OUr artillery, as well as with our in- 
fantry. The French artillery, without 
suffering severely from the fire of the 
German cannon, was successful at a 
number of points in silencing batteries 
of the enemy, and éven in demolishing 
several of them. Our infantry, showing 


& sustained spirit of offense, made 
progress everywhere, and at no point 
was the infantry progress followed by 
retirement. 

German Guna Destroyed. 

“From the sea to the Oise, on the 
lst of Décember, and at Bixschoote and 
Merken our heavy artillery inflicted 
serious damage on five German bat- 
tries. Several ammunition wagons were 
blown up. The same day at Wyden- 
droft we destroyed a section of German 
machine guns. December 4 our heavy 
artillery imposed silence upon the 
heavy artillery of the Germans. On the 
28th of November our artillery of this 
pattern demolished certain bridges 
built by the enemy and destroyed his 
supplies; this in the region of Knocke. 
There was a similar series of engage- 
ments December 2 at Bixschoote. On 
the 27th of November we bombarded 
successfully at a point near Lons cer- 
tain German supply trains and on De- 
cember. 5 we demolished the earth- 
works of the enemy in the vicinity of 
Roclincourt. 

“It is impossible to give an account 
of all the attacks repulsed by our in- 
fantry. Here is a list of the particu- 
lar engagements of this nature, with 
the date and the locality of where they 
took place: 

“At Paschondaelle on November 27, 
at Bixschoote on November 30, again 
at Paschondaelle on December 3, at 
Wydendroft: on December 5 and at 
srodseindo, to the east of Ypres, on No- 
vember 29. In this last mentioned 
engagement the Germans’. evidenced 
great energy in their offensive. Some

The main difficulty arose from the fact 
that the Yser canal is flanked at this 
point by an impassable swamp. As a 
result, the attack could be made only 
by following along the bank of the 
canal and against a very narrow front. 
Furthermore, the right bank of the 
canal, where the enemy was installed 
at a distance of less than 150 yards, 
dominates the left bank, which is un- 
der the fire of machine guns. 
Many Dead Germans. 
“The assault on the house 
ferryman was undertaken by a de- 
tachment of 100 volunteers from the 
African battalions. Our soldiers 
fought in the water up to their waists 
and in a violent rainstorm. The Ger- 
mans gave evidence of the greatest 
courage. Our men found it necessary 
to kill an officer and fifteen soldiers 
who refused to surrender. In _ the 
house of the ferryman, now effectively 
arranged as a field fort, we found 
thirty-five dead men, including two 
officers, who had been Killed by our 
Howitzer shells. In addition we 
counted 200 German dead at this place 
scattered among the debris of their

“The French attack on the park and 
the chateau of Vermelles was no less 
remarkable.

JUST DEBT PRODUCERS | 
FOR SOUTHERN RAILWAY 


/That’s What Witness Calls a 


Number of the Uncompleted 
Roads of Great System. 


Washington, December 10.—-The sen- 
ate committee investigating charges 
that the Southern railway had obtained 
control of projected but uncompleted 
railroads into the Virginia, Kentucky 
and Tennessee coal fields to aid the 
s0-called coal trust in keeping this coal 
from the markets through ports south 
of Norfolk today heard testimony tend- 
ing to show that these uncompleted 
roads have been debt-producers ever 
since acquired. 

Frank C. Wright, of Bristol, Tenn., 
testified only after a vigorous protest 
by Southern railway counsel, who as- 
serted it was an assault on the South- 
ern’s credit. Wright, it developed la- 
ter, was employed by the committee 
itself several months ago to study the 
case. 

Cape Fear and Yadkin valley, in 1913, 
showed a debit balance of $91,000; the 

Wright estified that the Atlanta and 
Danville railroad during fourteen years 
had produced a deficit of $931,000 for 
the foathern: the Danville and West- 
ern had netted a deficit of $61,000; the 
Carolina and Northwestern for the year 
1913 a $10,000 deficit; the Tallulah 
Falls a $60,000 deficit for 1914, and the 
Knoxville and Bristol a deficit of $93,- 
000 during Southern control. 

When Wright reached reference to 
the Knoxville, Cumberland Gap and 
Louisville railroad A. P. Thom, counsel 
for the Southern, protested against the 
continuation of testimony as to the 
“financial history” of the roads. 

“By showing the deficit we show 
that the road has not been put to the 
proper use,” replied Frank Lyon, at- 
torney for independent coal operators 
in the Virginia-Tennessee-Kentucky 
district. 

The committee ruled Wright might 
testify as to the use of the road for 
transporting coal. He said that such 
high coal rates were charged over 
the line as to prohibit Appalachian coal 
moving to the seaboard. 

The charges were brought by B. L. 
Dulaney, an independent coal operator. 

When Frank C. Wright offered testi- 
mony that the Southern’s coal rates 
were 50 per cent higher than the aver. 
age, and that the railroad had bought 
other roads in the south to perfect a 
monopoly, Alfred P. Thom, general 
counsel for the Southern, objected that 
the committee was going outside the 
scope of its authority, and that Du. 
laney was seeking to break down the 
credit of the Southern Railway com- 
pany. C. A. Douglas and Frank Lyon, 
counsel for Dulaney, sprang to his de- 
tense. 

“The Southern railway controls every 
gateway across the mountains into the 
Appalachian coal fields,” declared Mr. 
Lyon. 

Mr. Douglas characterized the attack 
upon Dulaney as one “because he dared 
to knock at the door of the senate and 
ask for relief after flinging a charge 
against the Southern railway.”

“Now, while Japan is rejoicing over 
the capture of Kia-Chow and saving 
that Germany will never again get a 
hold in the Far East, we are raising 
this cry for greater preparedness. The 
president speaks of our Pacific inten- 
tions, but he talks about young men 
being trained in the use..of_ military 
weapons and uses such expressions as 
‘we must be prepared to defend our- 
selves,’ but it is just exactly a strong 
navy that. will cause suspicion of us 
and our plans, and this is particularly 
true of the Far WFast. 

“Japan cannot but ask the question 
as to what our purpose is, having been 
taught as she has been for some time 
past to interpret all our actions from 
the standpoint of suspicion and dis- 
trust. One of the ominous signs of 
the times is the change of Japanese 
sentiment towards us. Now while 
Kurope is fast being depleted of her 
military and naval strength, thus 
postponing in the very nature of 
things the possibility of our being in- 
volved in the war, we are asking >for 
a greater degree of preparedness.

‘Fled From Death. Order. 

The only civilian who testified today 
was M. L. Low, keeper of the Colorado 
and Southern railroad pumphouse ad- 
joining the Ludlow colony. Low fled 
from the pumphouse across the Ludlow 
battlefield, he said, carrying his little 
daughter, after more than 200 bullets 
had gone through his house. “I had 
heard that Lieutenant Linderfelt had 
given orders, in case of trouble, to kill 
that old who runs the pump- 
house,’’ said Low. “I waited two hours 
until there wasa lull andthen we ran. 

Captain Harold G. Garwood, com- 
manding a militia cavalry troop, testi- 
fied that Lieutenant Garry Lawrence, 
of the state infantry, recruited fifteen 
or twenty mine guards into the in- 
fantry, although he had no instruc- 
tions to do so, ;

The following reference is made to 
the federa) prison in Atlanta, in the 
annual report of T. W. Gregory, attor- 
ney general of the United States, which 
was made public Thursday: | 

“The number of prisoners in confine- 
ment June 30, 1914, was 789, the aver- 
age daily population being 782; the 
average daily population for the fiscal 
year 1913 was 881; the cost of main- | 
tenance of the penitentiary was $201,- 
051: the average yearly cost of main- 
tenance per man was $256.33: the 
daily cost was ‘0 cents; the 
yearly cost of maintenance per man 
for 1913, $223.70, and the daily cost for 
that vear was 61 cents; the daily cost 
per man for substance alone was 16.5 
sents, as compared with 13 cents for 
1913. The increase in the substance 
cost was due almost wholly to the in- 
creased cost of subsistence supplies.” 

During the year the prisoners con- 
tinued to be employed in the erection 
of new prison buildings, the cultiva.- 
tion of the prison farm and the usual 
prison duties. The value of the farm 
supplies raised and used by the peni- 
tentiary during the pees was $9,061.54, 
During the year there were eleven 
deaths, an increase of six over the year

FOR TECH NIGHT SCHOOL 


Although registration at Georgia 
Tech — schoo) was officially closed 
last night, Professor J. N. G. Nesbit, 
dean of the night classes, announced 
Thursday that he will consider addi- 
tional applications from men and boys 
if they will register before the open- 
ing of the class work next Monday 
night. The only requirement for.reg- 
istration is that the applicant must 
be more than 16 years old, must be 
able to read and write and of good 
moral character. There are no tuition 
fees, the only charge being a nominal 
one of $5 for the full twelve weeks’ 
terms, to pay for light, heat and power. 

The classes have been established so 
that men and boys who work during 
the day or who haven’t the necessary 
funds, may take advantage free of the 
same facilities as the day class stu- 
dents enjoy. The state of Georgia has 
donated to the night classes free use 
of its machinery and appliances at the 
school, and the day professors have 
volunteered to teach the classes. The 
classes meet twice a week, either Mon- 
days and Wednesdays or Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, from 7:30 to 9:30 o'clock.

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The Holland Letter 


On Thursday evening of next week the 
Railway Business Association of the United 
States will meet at its sixth annual dinner 
in a dining room of one of the large hotels 
of this city. The association meets this year 
while peculiar and unexpected conditions 
reated late in the summer are slowly but 
surely being overcome. The association has 
at previous dinners found it necessary to 
make good profession of keeping up courage 
and maintaining hope, notwithstanding the 
fact that the nation-wide business which it 
represents was in a condition far from en- 
couraging. The association is perhaps the 
organization in the United States best quali- 
fied by experi®nce to speak with authority 
respecting the situation in the world of rail- 
way transportation. Yet the members of the 
association are not railroad men. They are 
manufacturers whose output for the most 
part finds its market with the railroads of 
the United States. They are manufacturers of 
railway equipment. Some of them are con- 
tractors for railroad construction. They were 
brought into a national organization seven 
years ago for the purpose of establishing 
cordial relations and satisfactofy co-opera- 
tion between the public and the railroads. 

Many ‘of the members of this association 
are qualified to serve as competent witnesses 
before the interstate commerce board or the 
railway commissions of the states to explain 
why it is that when the railways are cramp- 
ed for money, are enforcing economy to the 
utmost limit of safety, the manufacturers of 
railway supplies and equipments are the 
first to feel, from a business point of view, 
the effect of. these enforced economies and 
embargoes upon fresh capital. The associa- 
tion, as a whole, represents the entire United 
States. In. normal times it employs several 
hundred thousand skilled workmen; its pay- 
rolis aggregate in a year.many million dol- 
lars, and the prosperity of many communi- 
ties is in considerable measure dependent 
upon the activities of the manufacturing 
establishments which 
association represent. 

Favor Higher Freight Rates. 

As a body, the association has been warm- 
ly in favor of the increase in freight rates 
which the managers of the eastern railways 
have asked the interstate commerce.commis- 
sion to permit. There have been some de- 
tailed statistics collected which show how 
ereatly the increase in railroad rates would 
stimulate activity in the manufactories op- 
erated by members of this association. At 
the annual dinner of this association in other 
years addresses have been made by men of 
high achievement which have served to in- 
fluence public opinion, for these addresses 
have always been dignified, never severely 
criticised, but packed with information which 
has made it possible for the public to gain 
knowledge upon which to base reasonable 
opinion, There is no doubt that it is in part 
due to the educating influence exerted by 
members of.this association that the people 
of Missouri were enabled to form such judg- 
ment as resulted in an overwhelming vote 
against the so-called “full crew” law. 

It has always been the punpose of George 
A. Post, president of the association, who 
was formerly a member of congress from 
Pennsylvania, with the distinction of being 
the youngest member of that body when he 
served, to persuade men of national repute 
to deliver the addresses at this annual din- 
ner. This year Mr. Post has persuaded Fair- 
fax Harrison, who is now president of the 
Southern Railway Company, and Warren G. 
Harding, the United States gsenator-elect 
from Ohio, to deliver the addresses. 

The Two Speakers. 

The choice of these two men was reached 
only after'a good deal of careful thought. 
They were at last selected and invited be- 
cause they have been recently chosen to 
places of great responsibility. Mr. Harrison 
has just begun what many believe will be, 
when times are good, transportation service 
for the south which will be of inestimable 
value, more even to the industries" of the 
south than to the Southern railroad. Mz. 
Harding will probably gain great influence 
in the United States senate partly because 
he is a profound thinker who has kept him- 
self well in touch with the present-day con- 
dition. 

The address which Mr. Harrison is to de- 
liver will be the first before any large body 
which he has made since he was chosen for 
the presidency of the Southern railroad. He 
possesses unusual qualifications for meeting 
the great responsibility which he has ae- 
cepted. He is of New York birth, although 
of one of the most prominent families of the 
south. His mother some years ago gained 
an excellent reputation for her literary 
workmanship. His father was private secre- 
tary of Jefferson Davis. Mr. Harrison’s 
Christian name, Fairfax, is of Virginia as- 
sociation. He is a graduate of Yale univer- 
sity, as is his brother, who is now the gov- 
ernor of the Philippines. It was sometimes 
said at the time Howard Elliot became presi- 
dent of the New Haven Railroad Company 
that he and Chauncey M. Depew were the 
only graduates of great American universi- 
ties who had been chosen to the presidency 
of great railway systems. Mr. Harrison’s 
name must now be added to that short. list. 
A lawyer, brought through his professional 
associations sometimes in close relations 
with the office of J. P. Morgan & Co., and in 
that association revealing special capacity 
for railway management both from an ad- 
ministrative and financial side, Mr. Harrison 
gradually shifted from professional practice 
and railroad activities until at last he was 
pre-eminently indicated for the presidency 
of the Southern Railroad Company. 

Already Mr. Harrison has revealed a 
statesmanlike comprehension of what the 
south needs in the way of transportation. 
There is no railroad president who surpasses 
understanding what the co-operative 
between the public and the rail- 
roads should be and, as he believes, in due 
time will be. Presumably, he is to speak 
to the Railway Business Association from 
that point of view, and as he is firmly of 
the opinion that the United States is on the 
high road to great and honorable prosperity, 
he probably will reflect that opinion in his 
address. The senator-elect from Ohlo, War- 
ren G. Harding, has had unusual facilities 
for learning what the relations of the manu- 
facturers whose output for the most part 
goes to the railroads now is, and what that 
relation may become. There igs probably ne 
state in which there are so many manufac- 
turing plants occupied with constructing ma- 
terial and equipment for the railroads as in 
Ohio. Prosperity for the railroads means 
inevitably prosperity for ihene manufactur- 
ing plants and steady employment, at good 
wages, for the skilled artisans, and also for 
the communities in which these plants are 
established. Presumably, Senator-Elect Hard- 
ing will address the seven or eight hundred 
members of the association he will face from 
the point of view which will make clear 
what in his view the real relation of goy- 
ernment to business and industry ought to 
be, and undoubtedly will be.

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The New York Central System.

The New York Central system was in- 
vented by old Cornelius Vanderbilt, a genial

The New York. Central begins in a $59,- 
000,000 station in New York city, sweeps up 
the Hudson and on to Buffalo. a magnificent 
four-track railroad, covers New York, Ohio 
and Indiana like a fish net and ends at St. 
Louis and various Illinois points in a hum- 
ble and unostentations manner. It owns 
the Lake Shore, the Nickel Plate and the 
Michigan Central systems, all competing 
lines, and what its pull with the government 
is no one can tell, for no suit has ever been 
brought to dissolve this illezal combination. 
It operates over 12,000 miles of railroad, is 
capitalized for $225,000,000 and owes half a 
billion dollars. Last vear it earned $116,- 
000,000, but this year it has to charge the 
traveler 10 cents for bread and butter on 
its dining cars, and is exhibiting other 
marked signs of poverty. 

The New York Central has been the best 
advertised line in America. It built the first 
four-track railroad. It ran the famous Em- 
pire State Express, the fastest train in the 
country. It put on the first twenty-hour 
train between New York and Chicago. It 
owned and operated Chauncey M. Depew, 
America’s famous after-dinner speaker, for 
many years. It published a magazine of its 
own. George Daniels, iis enterprising gen- 
eral passenger agent, lost no chance during 
his life to emit an effective shriek for the 
New York Central. He even introduced its 
locomotives to the public and old “999” with 
a record of 112 miles an hour wags as famous 
as Maud S. in its day.

He Pleads for Fair 
Division of Profits 


Editor Constitution: Your timely edi- 
torial in last Saturday’s issue leads me to 
remark that the business man could find a 
market for the farmer's products if he were 
disposed to make a fair division of profits. 
A fair division of profits, based on the 
amount of service rendered in producing and 
transmitting, would speedily solve the prob- 
lem. 

It is a fact that has been so thoroughly 
demonstrated that it cannot be controverted 
that the farmer as a rule prefers going to 
his local merchant and buying what he needs 
and using him in the same way in the sale 
of his products. But this method of doing 
business has been too one-sided. One side 
must have his profit whether there is any 
margin teft for profit on the other side or 
not. This is a fact that we have all tried 
to overlook. We have tried to find some 
other cause for the trouble, but it will not 
down. I give one simple illustration: A 
farmer in the boll weevil territory decided 
to try growing Louisiana sugar cane. He 
made his molasses, put it up in one-gallon 
cans at a cost of something over ehcht cents 
per gallon, hauled to his merchant at a cost 
of not less than five cents, being situated 
where it took him two days to made a trip, 
sold it for forty cents. The merchant sold 
it for sixty cents. The farmer- got twenty- 
seven cents for the use of his land, for his 
fertilizer, for his expense of cultivation and 
manufacturing. The merchant got twenty 
cents for passing it over his counter. In 
other words, the farmer lost monéy in the 
transaction and the merchant made 50 per 
cent on his investment. 

Now, as you suggest in -your editorial, 
the sooner we look the matter squarely in 
the face and come to an understanding and 
co-operate on a live-and-let-live basis, the 
better it will be for all concerned,

Editor Constitution: I noticed in The 
Constitution some weeks ago a piece rda- 
tive to the public schools of Atlanta, about 
their needs. From the experience we have 
had in our public schools here I feel con- 
strained to write you, inasmuch as we have 
been very much pleased and benefited by the 
system inaugurated. | 

For the last three vears the board of 
school commissioners, of which 1 am a mem- 
ber, has been furnishing to the school here 
their books under the following conditions: 
The board buys the books outright, keeping 
all books necessary in stock at all times and 
furnishing all children in the schoo! with 
their books at one-half t..¢ price which they 
would have to pay at retail, this money to 
be paid as rental for the use of the books. 
The books at all times are to remain the 
property of the school board, which insures 
better care and better handling af books by 
the children on account of ‘the supervision 
of the teachers, whom we require to inspect 
the books weekly. You can readily under- 
stand the benefits the children would derive 
from this enforced care of the books, as it 
teaches them to be neat and careful in small 
things. If any damage occurs to the books 
we compel the children to pay .the assessed 
damages. We are very giad to inform you 
that in very few instances has this been 
necessary. 

There are a number of advantages to be 
derived from this system: 

First—It is a money-maker for the board. 

Second—It is a money-saver for the par- 
ents. 

Third—It enables the school board to dis- 
continue the use of any book that has been 
adopted by the board if after beginning its 
use we find it unsuitable, as we can arrange 
with the publishers of the books to take 
what second-hand books thereyare at half 
cost-price, and in this way wae) a the books 
to the pupil without any extra cost. 

Fourth—-It insures the proper care and 
neat keeping of books, which is no small 
item. for if the child is careful in small 
things he will also be careful in larger 
things. 

Fifth—All books are thoroughly disin- 
fected before‘a-child is allowed to use them, 
after they have once been used, which would 
prevent the spread of any disease, to which 
they would be liable to a large extent where 
the children bought the second-hand books 
from the second-hand book dealers. 

The immense revenue derived from this 
system would be of great benefit to your 
public schools, lessen the burden on the tax- 
payers, and when it was once tried would 
never be discarded. I trust the time will 
come in the public schools of Georgia when 
this same system ‘tan be inaugurated. Our 
teachers co-operate thoroughly with the 
board, and are thea. very best friends of this 
system. I believe it would be worth your 
while and I am quite sure that ‘you would 
be doing a service that would be lasting in 
its benefits not only to the parents them- 
selves, but the taxpayers and country at 
large.

Secretary 
Daniels, before the house naval com- 
mittee, defended his two battleships- 
a-year construction program and de- 
clared the sentiment of the people of 
the United States opposed turning the 
country into a great military power. 
Meantime a free-for-all national de- 
fense debate occupied the house itself. 

Mr. Daniels, during an all-day ex- 
amination, said this country already 
had a powerful navy and that while 
“with abundant revenues” he might 
favor the general board's four battle- 
ship plan, he thought the two battle- 
ship program adequate. Pressed for 
an opinion as to the world military 
situation at the close of the European 
war, the secretary predicted an inter- 
national conference on armament. 

“When the war is over,” he said, 
“those countries will be so exhausted 
in their resources and burdened with 
debt that there will be a great revul- 
sion Y expect the revul- 
sion will be so great that we will 
have an international conference on 
armament—more possible now than 
ever before—and that we will get 
some action by which the navies of 
the world powers will be used only to 
carry into execution the agreements 
the countries reach.” 

Gardner Breaks Loose in House, 

Representative Gardner precipitated 
the military discussion-on the house 
floor with a speech criticising the ad- 
ministration for “laying the cold hand 
of death” on his proposal for special 
investigation of military and naval 
conditions. He assailed the rules com- 
mittee for refusal to grant him a 
hearing and the naval and military 
committees for failure to summon be- 
fore them former cabinet officials and 
other witnesses he wanted examined. 

“If war were to break out today,” 
said Mr. Gardner, “it would be found 
our coast defenses have not sufficient 
ammunition for an hour's fighting.” 

Representative Fitzgerald, of New 
York, replied briefly, and*promised to 
make a complete’ statement later 
which would make “notorlety-seeking 
@x-secretaries” Jess anxious to discuss 
the national defense. Representative 
Dies, of Texas, ridiculed the thought of 
impending danger of attack. Repre- 
sentative Sisson, of Mississippi, 
charged the “war propaganda” to the 
mantfacturers of war material. 
Representative Prouty, of lowa, plead 
for international disarmament, arbi- 
tration and an international police, 
declared a force of trained squirrel 
shooters could prevent the landing’ of 
a hostile force on American soil. 

Today's discussion seemed to 
threaten a prolonged general debate 
on both sides of the capitol.

“My theory,’ said he, “is that we 
should put all the money available for 
construction into our fighting ships, 
and not auxiliaries.”

New York, December 10.—The gov- 
ernment report, estimating the cotton 
crop of this year at 15,966,000 bales, 
excluding linters, was materially in ex- 
cess of average expectations in the lo- 
cal cotton trade. 

It is quite generally figured that the 
yield of linters this year will be 600,- 
000 bales or more, so that the report 
was taken as pointing a total growth 
of fully 16,600,000 bales, or nearly half 
a million bales in excess of the pre- 
vious bumper vield of 1911. The larg- 
est private estimate of the crop so far 
published here called for 15,760,000 
bales, excluding linters, and local trad- 
ers claim that today’s was the first of- 
ficial estimate to exceed all the private 
estimates of the crow. The publication 
of such an expectedly large estimate 
in normal times would doubtless have 
caused much excitement, but Compar- 
atively little interest has been shown 
in crop figures this season, and there 
brekers around the ring 
when the report was issued this after- 
noon than on any previous government 
report day for many years. Huropean 
houses were heavy sellers on the re- 
port, however, while there was also 
liquidation by recent investment buy- 
ers, and the market closed barely 
steady at a net decline of 12 to 17 
points. 

Trading was very quiet before the 
report was issued and after opening at

Break in New Orleans. 

New Orleans, December 10.-——-The gov- 
ernment’s estimate of a record-break- 
ing cotton crop this season caused a 
break of 22 to 23 points in the prices 
of most active future months on the 
local market today. Before the esti- 
mate the market stood at a small ad- 
vance, and, at the lowest, prices were 
only 16 to 17 points under yesterday's 
final quotations. The close was at a 
net loss for the day of 12 to 17 points 

The government’s figures of 15,966,- 
000 bales of 500 pounds gross weight 
were used as the basis for calculations 
showing a commercial crop as low as 
16,300,000 bales and as high as 16,800,- 
000 and even 17,000,000. The commer- 
cial crop counts running bales and in- 
cludes linters. The question of how 
much bales weigh this season and the 
amount of linters allowed great liati- 


tude in guesses of the commercial crop. 

In the morning session prices at their 
highest were 7 points over yesterday's 
close, as the trade did not expect so} 
high an estimate from the government. 
The average guess on the estimate in 
this market, made up from forty-two 
guesses from brokers and traders, was 
15,649,943. 

The market acted short all day and 
gossip on the floor late in the session 
was to the effect that if the short in- 
terest had been smaller more selling, 
would have followed the estimate and 
the break in prices would have been 
wider.

GOVERNMENT ESTIMATE 
S 19,966,000 BALES 


Compared With 14,156,486 
Bales Last Year; 13,703,- 
421 Year Before. 


——-- 


Washington, December i10.—The United 
States this year has produced the greatest 
crop of cotton in its history. More than 
16,000,000 bales, or 156,966,000 bales of lint 
cotton and linter cotton, unofficially esti- 
mated at from 600,000 to 660,000 bales, 
constitute the crop. 

Last vear 14,342,367 bales, including lint- 
ers, were produced and in the previous rec- 
ord year, 1911, the production was 16,260, - 
®76 bales, including linters. ' 

The production of lint is estimated at 
7,637,113,000 pounds, or 69,500,000 pounds 
more than in 1911. 

While the production exceeds any crop 
ever grown, its value will be far less, and 
smaller than any other year durin the 
past five. Based on the average price of 
6.8 cents a2 pound on December 1, the lint 
is worth $519,323,684, while last year it was 
valued at $887,160,000. 

More exact information as to the size of 
this year’s cotton crop, which indications 
point to being probably a record one, was 
given today when the department of agricul- 
ture in its final estimate announced the to- 
tal production would amount to 15,966,000 
bales of 500 pounds, gross weight, exclusive 
of linters. This compares with 14,166,466 
balea last year and 14,795,367 bales includ- 
ing linters; 13,703,421 bales in 1912 and 14,- 
212.745 including linters, and 15,692,701 bales 
in the record year 1911, and 16,250,276 in- 
cluding linters. The average total produc- 
tion, exclusive of Iinters for five years, 
1908-12, was 12,850,397 bales. The produc- 
tion of linters is about 600,000 bales an- 
nually. 

The final official figures 
size of this year’s crop will be issued by the 
census bureau next March when complete 
statistics from the ginneries have been com- 
jled, 

" While this year’s crop is a large one its 
value will fall: far below that of last year 
because of the price of cotton. Last year’s 
crop, a record in point of value, was worth 
in the aggregate 1,043,760,000, the value of 
the lint being $887,130,000 and of the cotton 
seed $156,600,000.

GIVEN MEXICANS 


Washington Will Tolerate 
No More Firing Across the 
Boundary — Force to Be 
Used to Stop Firing. 


—_ | 


Washineton, December 10.—The 
United States has served formal notice 
on both Provisional President Gutier- 
rez and General Carranza that unless 
they prevent their troops firing across 
the American boundary, such force will 
be employed by this country as is nec- 
essary to protect American territory. 

In the most threatening expression 
from the Washington government since 
diplomatic correspondence with Gener- 
al Huerta before the occupation of 
Vera Cruz, the chiefs of the two fac- 
tions opposing each other at Naco, 
across from the Arizona town of the 
same name, were warned that firing 
across the line must cease. 

The messages were to be conveyed 
by American Consul Canada to Gen- 
eral Carranza at Vera Cruz and by 
American Consul Silliman to General 
Gutierrez at Mexico City. They left 
here late last night and answers are 
not expected before tomorrow. 

Tone Is Peremptory. 

The peremptory tone of the commu- 
nications did not become generally 
known until tonight, although the 
sending of fleld artillery to Naco was 
explained previously as meaning that 
the Mexican forces would be shelled 
out of their positions and driven sev- 
eral miles from the line if firing into 
the United States continued. 

The messages pointed out that sev- 
eral Americans have died of wounds 
received from bullets fired from Mexi- 
can territory and that “the United 
States had appealed in vain to Generals 
Maytorena and Hill, commanding op- 
posing forces at Naco. 

The Washington government stated 
that it now turned to the respective 
chiefs to whom the contending gener- 
als are supposed to owe allegiance, 
asking that they be warned immedi- 
ately against further violations of 
American rights. If the chiefs cannot 
end the reckless firing the United 
States government pointed out un- 


equivocally that its duty will be to pro- pital. 


tect American lives by force, 
No Idea of Invasion. 

The American government made it 
clear incidentally that it had no idea 
of invading Mexican territory or in- 
terfering with the right of the Mexi- 
cam people to settle their own disputes. 

Brigadier General Tasker H. Bliss, 
lately named assistant chief of staff of 
the army, is in personal charge at 
Naco with three batteries of field ar- 
tillery and eleven troops of cavalry. 

The genera! belief here is that it 
will not be necessary to use force, as 
it is understood proposals are being 
exchanged between Maytorena and Hill 
whereby the contending columns are 
to retire a fixed distance from the bor- 
der, creating virtually a neutral zone. 

The Naco affair will constitute a 
precedent for the Washington govern- 
ment in future. No further firing 
across the line will be tolerated, ac- 
cording to the decision of President 
Wilson and his cabinet.
